A TOOR IN SOUTH 


A rousing Democratic meeting

ARTICLE IS. 
Every treaty or international engagement entered into here­ 
after bv any Member of the League shall be forthwith registered 
with the Secretariat and shall as soon as possible he published by 
it. 
No such treaty or international engagement shall be binding 
until so registered. 
ARTICLE 18. 
The assembly may from time 
to 
time 
advise 
the 
recon­ 
sideration by Members of the League of treaties which have be­ 
come inapplicable and the consideration of international conditions 
whose continuance might endanger the peace of the wrorld. 
ARTICLE 20. 
The Members of the League severally agree that this Covenant 
is accepted as abrogating all obligations or understandings inter se 
which are inconsistent with the terms thereof, and solemnly under­ 
take that they will not hereafter enter into any engagements in­ 
consistent with the terms of this Covenant, it shall be the duty 
of such Member to take immediate steps to procure its release 
from such obligations. 
ARTICLE 21. 
Nothing iii this Covenant shall be deemed to affect the validity 
of international engagements, such as treaties of arbitration or 
regional understandings like the Monroe Doctrine, for securing 
the maintenance of peace.

St. Louis, Oct. 23.—Alien born 
w’omen, residing in Missouri, anc 
who have not obtained their fina 
citizenship papers will not be en 
titled to voto at the November elec 
tion, according to an opinion hand 
ed down today by Attorney Genera 
McAllister, confirming a recent de 
cis ion of the hoard of election com­ 
missioners of this city.

of an official statement, issued by 
J. H. Thomas, general secretary of

THE LEAGUE’S MAKERS. 
Governor Cox has made public in 
detail the part taken 
by republican 
leaders, including Mr. Taft, Mr. Root 
and Mr. Hughs, in framing the League 
of Nations covnant. 
It has long been 
knowTn that r.uggestions were made to 
the president from republican sources, 
especially from Mr. Taft, and that 
these suggestions were embodied in 
the revised covenant; but the white 
house memorandum now made public 
by Governor Cox reveals for the first 
time the extent of the republican con­ 
tribution to the form and substance of 
some of the most imporant parts of the 
Covenant, including those parts of it 
which have been 
especially 
singled 
out as targets for republican attack. 
There are no such 
things 
as the 
“Wilson League” 
or 
the 
“British 
League” about which men like Borah 
and organs like the Boston 
Trans­ 
script like to orate. 
The League, as 
Governor Cox puts it, represents “the 
composite thoughts of the leading 
statesmen of the world,” including the 
leading statesmen of this 
country, 
some of whom are members of the re­ 
publican party. Republicans like Mr. 
Taft and Mr. Root studied the Coven­ 
ant and suggested changes in it. 
Mr. 
Taft, in particular, studied it with a 
view to making such changes as would 
eliminate all the objections that had 
„ been made to it by republican sena­ 
tors and all objections that might be 
made to it. 
In the revised covenant 
all the changes thus suggested were 
incorporated, 
virtually 
verbatim. 
Nevertheless, when the revised Coven­ 
ant was submitted by the president, 
the senate cabal manufactured new 
objections to it because the cabal was 
determined to reject at any cost any 
peace plan in the Training of which 
President Wilson had any share. 
If the League Covenant had been 
ratified, Borah and 
Johnson 
would 
have split the republican party. More­ 
over President Wilson 
would 
have 
been acclaimed as the man who had 
played the 
chief 
part 
in bringing 
about the greatest and most benefi­ 
cient reform ever accomplished in the 
world. 
Under those conditions, the 
republican 
party 
wrould 
have 
no 
chance" of winning the election. 
The 
partisan leaders of the republican par­ 
ty saw all this from the start and, 
since victory in the election was the 
only thing they cared about, they sac­ 
rificed the peace of the world and re­ 
fused to ratify the covenant. That is 
the A B C of republican policy during 
the past year, 
a brief summary of 
what they have done and why they 
have done it.
